Behind these 
counters stand, business-like, women, of mid- 
dle age; before them, as thickly as natura! laws 
respecting solid bodies will allow, stand work- 
ingmen in checked shirts, butchers’ boys in 
clerks, well-to-do 
tradesmen in nice business suits; making a 
combination quite unusual out of a 
saloon. Walking up and down, with 
a clear, quiet eye on everything. is Mrs. A. F. 
Corkrey, the on of the establishment. Her 
comprehensive takes in the situation, from 
the quietly feeding men whose wants are in- 
stautly supplied, to the young woman who takes 
the money and gives me a specimen lunch-ticket 
with a coffee mug engraved upon it. Besure 
to account for that in your returns,” says Mrs. 
C. to tbe girl, in a softly spoken parenthesis. 

* You have doubtless had a long experience in 
this work,” I remark interrogatively. No,” 
answers, “only about a year I have been 
a keeper at home, out my husband's 
health failed and I accepted Mr. Bailey's 
offer of a chance to earn our bread and do some 
good besides A marked business talent is thus 
unfolded after life's meridian is reached. Mrs. 
Corkrey tells us that 400 or 500 men lunch hero 
between 12 and 2 o’clock daily,and 1,100 or 1,200 
each day. This is a one-price ’ coffee-house ; 
no matter what you get, you'll pay 5 cents, just 
as you must for a drink at the free lunch of 
tho saloon. For 5 cents you get a pint of ee 
Java coffee, inanice white mug, and a fresh 
roll. For 5 cents you get a pint of real 
milk and a roll, or a pint of bean or 
vegetable soup and a roll, or a fried egg. 
a roll. or a plate of corned-beef. Seventy to 
seventy-five pounds of Java coffee are consumed 
daily ; a barrel of white lump sugar (no other 
used) once in four days; 5 gallons oat-meal 
mush m a day, 50 gallons of soup. 50 or 60 
pounds of fried liver, aad so on. No cigars are 
sold—no smoking on the premises allowed. On 
the counter are flowers and neat cards of invita- 
ton to the daily rrayer-meeting, and on Satur- 
day handsomely illustrated hand-bil! tracts aro 
placed there, which are gladly carried awav. 

Up stairs is a large prayer-meeting room, where 
the Women's Temperance Union bold gospel 
meetings like ours in Chicago. aroom for the 
Reform Club. a reading room, and pleasant 
apartments for those who are emp! in the 
coffee-honse. So great is the success of this 
noble practical effort for temperance, begun a 
little more than a year ago in ove small room,

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SATURDAY VS. SUNDAY. 
NOT YET SATISFIED. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Cutcaao, March 2.—The sermon by the Rev. 
Dr. Fallows of last Sunday evening appears hke 
a very candid treatment of atopic about which 
there is much dispute. Asa portion of it was in 
reply to certain criticisms which I offered in a 
recent issue of Tus Trrecne, I beg leave to say 
that I am not entirely satisfied yet with the 
Dootor’s showing of the case. In all kindneas I 
protest against wagmg a warfare with evil by 
using argumenis and appeals based on false 
premises. The Christian, ef all others, bas the

When the law was formally announced on 
dinai, God gave as a reason for remembering to 
keep that particular day holy, the fact that at 
the completion of the work of Creation He had 
rested on that day; and that The Lord 
blessed the Sabbath-day and hallowed it.” This 
reason could apply to no other day. The mira- 
cle of the do 22 — 2 12 LA — 
day was ample proof that the folio seven 
day was the same identical Sabbath which was 
originally blessed and hallowed. From that 
time down to the advent of the Savior the same 
day was as holy. He, who came not 
to destroy the law, but to fulfill,” regarded the 
same day. Dr. F. admits that The New Tes- 
tament is silent about a change of days,” and 
also that The Savior's recognition of the ne- 
cessity of the Sabbath was equivalent to a com- 
mand to keep it; and, still further, he says: 
„The Apostles doubt less observed the same Sab- 
bath before and after the resurrection of our 
Lord.“ I thank the Doctor for his frauk ad- 
missions.

Now we stand on common ground. The 
change came in gradaally throngh the prevailing 
errors and loose practices of the early Church.

“Centuries of the Christian era passed away Sos 
fore the Sunday was observed by the Christian 
Church as a Sabbath. History does not furnish 
us with a single proof or indication that it was 
at any time so observed previous to the Sabbat- 
ical edict of Constantine in 321, A. D.“ 

Thus we have entered upon the fourth cen- 
tury before we find any Sabbath except thas

need and discussion. Liberty came at last 
to the slave in spite of plausible arguments for 
State-rights and masters’-rights, although now 
every one sees that it would have been far better 
to have listened to reason before the War. If 
statesmen or people could have foreseen conse- 
quences, assurediy some solution would have 
been arrived at without such tremendous sacri- 
fices. So now let us discuss the matter calmly. 
Arrogance on either side is uncalied for, but let 
it be admitted that there ig in men an inherent 
worship of Deity which the State recognizes, 
and which, while it has in our land perfect 
freedom, it is yet duty to our future citizens 
and country to have before them the book 
which, when read, has done more for liberty and 
man's happiness than all other single causes 
combined. On all hands the life and teachings 
of Jesus are admitted to be the very best mo- 
rality. „ From my ~ standpoint 36 2 
citizen,’ I think all is clear, and 
at the same time in perfect harmony with the 
duties on the one hand devolving on the State, 
and on the other the teaching of religion,” 
not by the State, but religion’s own respective 
supporters. That the State should “ teach re- 
hgion” is an exploded notion, so far as these 
United States are concerned. Now, then, the 
question 18, How can the reading of the Bible 
in the public school be justified? On this all- 


important point I take the affirmative, viz. : that 
the Bible should be so read, and for the 
following, viz. : — a 


First Tue school is the very best foundation 
of good Government, so long as Government 
is based upon the intelligence and morality 
| of the majority. Reading is necessary to under- 
stand its laws, and morality is necessary to good 
citizenship. Therefore the public or national 
school should teach reading, and appeal to the 
authority of Deity, to whom man is responsible. 

Second—Majority rules us, therefore the Bible 
being acknowledged by this majority. as the 
revelation of the will of their Deity, the minori- 
ty as good citizens should meantime submit to 
the vote until, if ever, the majority is changed ; 
then let the Koran, or Douay, or any other, be 
substituted in the public institutions. 

Third—The Bible at present is used as sacred 
by the State, not only in the public schools, but 
in the courts of justice, and in the oath binding 
to faithful discharge of duty by servants of the 
Stato, from policeman to President. 
Fourth—The same principle which warrants 
| the exclusion of the Bible from the public 
schools warrants also its exclusion from use in 
any way by the State. Nay, it involves the ex- 
| tinction of civil oath-taking as a means to elicit 

truth or enforce faithfuloessinduty! And that, 
not only in regard to believers in the Bible, but 
n otber religionist, 

Pifth—The State punishes tor perjury. The 
State thereby recognizes Deity, and its own duty 
to let its people know what such a crime is.

THE ORDINANCE OF 1737. 
To the Evitor of The Chteaco iribune: 

Cuicaco, March 4.—Mr. Bonney insists that, 
because the ordinance of 1787,which was ratified 
by the people of this State on its admission into 
the Union, provides that schools and the 
means of education shall forever be encouraged, 
with the view of promoting religion, morality, 
and knowledge.” and, consequently, good 
Government aud the happiness of mankind,” it 
necessarily follows that the same text-books 
must for alltime be used, aud that, because at 
that time, in order to advance religion, the Prot- 
estaut Bible was read in the public schools with- 
out comment, religion and morality can only be 
advanced iu that identical way. Tais theory at 
once does away with the assurance this 
age has felt in the proposition that a 
general edacation and kuowledge of the 
sciences and laws of God, as seen in 
His works, promote civilization, moralily, and 
religion. Admitting, however, that all these 
give the child knowledge, and the Bible alone 
morality and religion, may it not yet bea ques- 
tion whether or not the framers of that ordi- 
nance, in the language schools and the means 
of education should be forever did 
not intend that the Church as the other meaus 
of education should also be “ encouraged d to 
follow the school with thus branch, the religious 
education, based alone upon the Bible, with or 
withoet comment. ag wound pest please the 
learner, or upen the Bible and every other Word 
of God within the scope of the teacher? Then 
not only the spirit, but the letter, of the ordi- 
nance is out. The State may encourage 
the public scheols for a general education, and 
re- 


bin,

At the time of the adoption of this ardinance, 
the urchins of this State learned to parse by 
authority of Kirkham. and gos their Rule of 
Three in Daboll.

pense with grammar and mathematics, 
need we, in changing our reading from the Bible 
K, necessarily adopt a religion 
ors morality different from that taught aad 
lived by Jesus, Love to God; love and service 
teman?” The Bible, it is true, contains this 
truth about morale, and words of Jeaus about re- 
ligion. Ie contains, also, much other reeding 
not necessary to be taught in a lesson on morals 
or religion. And 80, may not a book coutain- 
ing those lessons, with many more taught by 
the deve of science and in the expe- 
rience of mena sinee the time of the writing of 
our Bible, be quite as well adapted to the wants 
of the youths of to-day, unless, indeed, the latter 
ia expounded by 8 divime rather than a school- 
teacher? 

I think it quite an improvement to date the 
binding authority for compelling the reading of 
the Bible in public schools only back to the year 
1787. Ordinarily, infallible binding authorities 
in religious matters are not less than 1800 years 
old.

to read to the seeking soul.

The 
rooms are situated as 160 Kae Montmartre, near 
the Bourse, and are large, and comfortably fur- 
nished aod lighted, and are well supphed with 
English and French newspapers and magazines. 
There are classes for the study of modern lau- 
guages, weekly hkterary meetings, and Bible 
classes, —though I fear the attendance at any of 
these tw not very large. Mr. H. H. Skepper is 
the President, and Mr. R. W. R. Long the Secre- 
tary.— Paris Correspondence Toronto Globe. 


A missionary of the Presbyterian Board, writ- 
ing of the Nez Perce Indians, gives an account 
of one of their churches on the Lapwai River. 
The pulpit of this church is supplied by five na- 
tives who are studying for the ministry. A few 
years’ labor hae had a wonderful effect on these 
Indians. When che missionaries went among 
the Iadians of the Kamiah Valley they were, 
with one or two exceptions, living in lodges or 
roving from place to place. Now they are a com- 
munity of farmers, raising food for their fami- 
lies and for sale, while thirty or forty comforta- 
ble little frame or log houses dot the valley, the 
greater number built by the Indians themselves. 
Last summer we counted from the road, within 
a distance of less than 3 miles, seven frame 
houses, lately fluished or in process of erection. 
Three of these were built by a white man, the 
others by an Indian carpenter.“ This change 
dates from a great awakening among the peo- 
ple less than five years ago. Then the Kamiabs 
were heathen, or godless. One year ago last 
Christmas we commuved with over 250 native 
members of the church here (Kamiah), while the 
church itself was deusely packed with Indian 
worshipers.” 

Some exehanges report the conversion of an 
iniluential Cathohc priest in the south of France 
under the following circumstances: An anxious 
penitent confessed to him that she had been to 
a Protestant service. Ho questioned her close- 
ly, for his curiosity was greatly excited. She 
gave him a full account, and acknowledged that 
a great impression had been made upon her 
mind. The impression communicated itself to 
him; and shortly after he requested his own 
sister to go to the nearest place where Protest- 
ants assembled, to listen as with his ears and 
under his responsibility, and to bring him a full 
detail of everything. Reluctantly she did so, 
but faithfally reported all. Ihe priest was con- 
vinced there were truths of which he was 
ignorant, entered into communication with the 
pastor, appointed a secret place for a prolonged 
interview, and found peace in the finished work 
of Jesue then and there. The secluded place in 
which he labors allows him comparative freedom 
of action. He preaches Jesus; all his parishion- 
ers have the New Testament ; the children learn 
of Christ; confessions are short, and 
belief in the full satisfaction wrought by the 
Lord Jeaus is substituted for penance.

A STRONG-MINDED PRINCESS. 

The telegraph recently informed us (save the 
New York Sun) of the death of one of the most 
promment members of the Russian Imperial 
family, and probably the most strong-minded 
person among the female members of avy Royal 
or imperial house. The Grand Duchess Maria 
was the eldest daughter of the Czar Nisholas, 
and the sister of the present Emperor, of whom 
she was only one year the junior, having been 
born in 1819. If there is any blood of Catharine 
the Great at all in the present generation of the 
Romanoff bouso, it must have been all concen- 
trated in the veins of the Grand Duchess. From 
her very childhood she showed an extraordi- 
nary intelligence aud an uncontrollable temper, 
which only the despotic nature of ber father 
proved capable of mastering. The Czar 
Nicholas is said to have been passionately 
fond of her, yet the violence of her nature seems 
to have caused bim more than once to whip her 
with his own hand, She was certainly the most 
studiously disposed member of the family, but 
she could never be made to attend the class-room 
of the palace. She was the terror and despair of 
all her governesses aud teachers, yet when she 
became of age she showed more erudition thaa 
any of her preceptors, and was the most liberal 
woman in granting, as soon asshe came into 
possession of money, pensions to all the precep- 
tors to whom she had formerly given so much 
trouble. The artistic dieposition of her nature 
was quite remarkable fora member of a family 
whien has been always famous for the absence 
of all taste or instinct in matters of art. She was 
too indolent to become a good musician or 
painter herself, but she was certainly one 
of the best connoisseurs of music and painting 
in her country. Her physical development was 
unusually precocious. At 15 years of age she 
looked already a woman; and when at 20 she 
was golng to be wed to the Duke of Leuchten- 
berg, the members of the foreign diplomatic 
corps assembied at the wedding ceremony were 
eo struck by the stately appearaoce of the 

oung Duchess that in a few months her name 

e far and wide throughout Europe tho 
synonym for womanly majesty. She outshone 
her own mother in the palace, not to speak of 
her sisters; and when she showed herself dur- 
ing her travels through the Capitals of Europe, 
she totally eclipsed Queen Victoria, so much 
admired at that time, and who, though the 
were both of the same age, looked by the side 
of * Grand Duchess Maria like a mere school 
girl. 

The Prince she married "gs possibly just as 
famous for his personal attractions as she was. 
He was considered the handsomest man in Eu- 
rope, and enjoyed besides the reputation of one 
of the most accomplished gentlemen and the 
prestige of a rather romantic descent. Maxi- 
mihan Joseph Eugene August Napoleon de 
Beaubarnais, Duke of Leuchtenberg. Prince of 
Eichstadt, was the son of Napoleon's stepson, 
Eugene de Beauharnais. It is well known that 
Eugene was the involuntary cause of the mar- 
riage of Gen. Bonaparte with his mother, Mme. 
Josephine de Beauharnais, widow of the Gen. 
Beauharnais guillotined in Par es in 1794. After 
the 13th of Vendemiaire, Beanharvais’ sword 
feil, with a number of others, into the First Con- 
sul’s safekeeping, and the young Eugene went, 
after the death of his father, toclaim it. Bona- 
parte, who happened to be in good humor, sur- 
rendered the relic, and caused thus Mme. Beau- 
haruais to come to thank him for it, an inter- 
view which resulted in the subsequent marriage 
of Napoleon to the interesting widow. 

The suvsequent career of Eugene de Beauhar- 
neis is too well known tobe mentioned here. 
He left five children, all of whom naturally rose 
to roval dignities. One of tue daughters was 
married to Kmg Oscar of Sweden, another to 
Prince Hohenzollern-Hochingen, and the third 
to Don Pedro I. of Brazil. Of the two sons one 
became the first husband of Queen Mary of Por- 
tugal, and the other married the Grand Duchess 
Maria of Russia. 

It has been rumored that the last named of 
these children,. Duke Maximilian of Leuchten- 
berg, had spent a very turbulent youth, aud 
that it was mainly through bis reputation for 
gallantry and elegance that the Grand Duchess 
Maria took a fancy to him. She had six chil- 
dren through this marriage ; but the excesses of 
the Duke’s early youth seem to have told 4ipon 
bim. He was carried to the grave in 1852, after 
but twelve years’ marriage. Ihe iliness which 
caused his death was a very protracted one, and 
it was rumored that long before he died his wife 
conceived an affection for a handsome guards- 
man of her father’s. Count min om Strogooof 
was celebrated for his bereulean build and a re- 
markable manly beauty. Being frequently in 
attendance on the Czar, he had many an oppor- 
tunity to meet the Grand Duchess, and showed 
a perfect willingness to reciprocate her feeling, 
and as soon as Dake of Leuchtenberg died 
the Grand Duchess morganatically married the 
haudsome Count, much to the scandal of the 
Court and the whole country. 

The Ozer became intensely angry on learning 
of this marriage, expelied the Count from the 
service, and ordered his daughter to take a trip 
abroad. By and by, however, and as the lady 
did not show any disposition to give in, the 
father reconciled himself with her and acknowi- 
edged the marriage, though he never consented 
to make the acknowledgment a public one. The 
Crimean war greatly contributed to the amicable 
iasue of this affair. Count Strogonoff, being a 
very rich man, equipped several militia - 
ments at his own expense, put himself at the 
head of them, and bravely endured all the 
dangers and privations of the campaign. This 
patriotism of his, joinea to the sympathy which 
the present Czar always had for him, led to a 
reconciliation of the Imperial family to the mor- 
ganatic marriage. The Count was made 
Equerry-in-waitmg to the Grand

There are many lessons in the social econ- 
omies to be learned from the downfall of the 
Secretary of War, and there are many prob- 
lems suggested by it, one at least of which 
must be soon solved if malfeasance in office 
is ever to be stayed in this country. This 
problem lies at the very root of the ruin of 
Secretary Bzexxnap, and therefore deserves 
attention. : 

Out of the 8,000,000 families in the United 
States there are at least 1,000,000 who may 
be termed ‘“ fashionable,”—who indulge in 
fashionable follies,—the most of whom live 
clear up to their means and many of them 
far beyond them, and who are continually 
struggling to make an outward elegant show. 
Of these 1,000,000 families there are perhaps 
100,000 whose incomes are very large to im- 
mense, and who spend more every year than 
the salary of the Secretary of War. They 
are the cream on the milk of society.“ 
They dominate the other 900,000 fashionable 
families. They are the envy of them. They 
are imitated by them, so far as it is possible. 
The 900,000 spend their lives in struggling to 
keep in the wake of the upper 100,000. They 
come as near to their diamonds, silks, laces, 
velvets, and equipages as their money and 
credit will bring them. These 100,000 
families have become proverbial the world 
over fgr their waste, extravagance, and 
fashionable flam. They are known not only 
in Washington, New York, Saratoga, Long 
Branch, and Newport, but also in London, 
Paris, and all the great cities of Europe, for 
their extravagant expenditures and their 
prodigal waste of money. They spend more 
than the same class in any of the foreign 
cities, and cut a greater dash, and, it may be 
added, a more ridiculous one. 

Out of these social grades and their influ- 
ences, one upon the other, arises the problem 
which pertains to official life in this country, 
and this problem brings up three important 
suggestions, which must be considered in the 
attempt to solve it. We believe that any one 
of these three suggestions, if put into actual 
practice, would do away with official turpi- 
tude. But, can they ever be put into prac- 
tice? They are none the less, however, 
worthy the serious consideration of the peo- 
ple of this country, and ought to have it un- 
less the people of this country are themselves 
80 fearfully demoralized since the War that 
they are indifferent to these violations of pub- 
lic trust. 

The first of these suggestions is : Can these 
100,000 spendthrift families come down 
to Republican simplicity, to plainer dressand 
manners, to less of ostentation and tawdry 
display? It is evident enough that 
they must before the other 900,000 
will cease to ape them and struggle 
to keep in fashionable and stylish society,” 
with all that term implies. Just so long as 
these 100,000 high-flyers keep on in their 
course of wasteful display, the 900,000 will 
approximate as near to it as they can get. 
There are a few men in these families who 
may retain a little independence and refuse 
to follow, but the ladies are bondwomen. 
They are the slaves, bound hand and foot to the 
upper hundred thousand, and they will fol- 
low them and imitate them, and they will 
have the money to do it, if notin one way then 
in another. If they do not spend money and 
keep up appearances; if they do not sport 
their diamonds, and velvets, and equipages, 
and give receptions, dinners, and 
they will be snubbed, and tabooed, and cut 
off the rolls of the upper circles; and this to 
the average fashionable woman would be 
rather worse than death itself. There is no 
city in the world where the lives of these 
two social circles intersect more closely than 
in Washington, and it was the attempt of 
Mrs. Be.xnap, as one of the 900,000, to keep 
up a corresponding style with the big fishes 
of the upper hundred thousand that has 
ruined her husband and brought disgrace on 
the nation. 

There is another question raised by 
this problem. Shall the public offi- 
cials be chosen from these hundred 
thousand rich families, who can ak- 
ford to filam, so that we may have 
men in Office who are not dependent upon 
their salaries for luxurious living, but who 
have private incomes sufficiently large to 
enable them to maintain establishments in 
Washington and support their magnificent 
style without having to resort to corrupt 
practices to keep up in the fashionable race ? 
There are half a dozen such officials in Wash- 
ington in the Cabinet, Senate, and Supreme 


Court, and the families of all the others are 


imitating them to the best of their ability. 
If all the important officials were men of this 
class, it would end at once this insane, ruin- 
ous, and wicked corruption, and would put 
an end to blackmailing and stealing, because 
these men could have no possible motive for 
doing it. 

The third suggestion which grows out of 
this problem is whether it is not feasible and 
even essential to pay our great public function- 
aries salaries sufficiently high to enable them 
to keep up with the higher classes without 
having to steal or blackmail in order to do it. 
Gen. SHerman, in the interview which we 
printed yesterday, bears witness to the utter 
impossibility of officials living upon their 
salaries who have not large private fortunes. 
The General says : 

In my opinion, Secretary Be.xnuar’s downfall is 
due more to the vicious organization of Washington 
society than anything else. I refer to the ridiculous 
extravagance of those who move in the first social cir- 
cles at the Capital, Very few Cabinet officers are able 
to live within their salaries. While I was there, the 
only member of the Cabinet who could stand it was 
Fla. With his income of $200,000 a year, he could 
afford to pay most any price for social privileges. 
Nevertheless it cost him $70,000 a year. Mr. Cuanp- 
LER, who has gone into the Cabinet since I came to 
St. Louls, is another one whose private fortune is so 
ample that his salary is no object to him. Outside of 
these two, none of the public officials at Washington 
can live within their salaries, I left Washington 
chiefly because my salary would not support me, and 
because I did not consider the society there the proper 
place in which to rear a family. I reecived $13,500 
regularly, besides $3,000 for rent and horses, making 
$16,500 in all. I outlived this amount every year by 
several thousand dollars. I had to keep open house 
all the time. My family rarely had any rest from en- 
tertaining people, most of them utter strangers, in 
whom we could feel no interest. 

It is evident enough that our public of- 
ficials in Washington cannot keep up a social 
equality upon their meagre salaries with those 
into whose society they are forced by virtue 
of their exalted official positions. These high 
officials are responsible for the receipt and 
disbursement of hundreds of millions and the 
appointment of tens of thousands of subordi- 
nates holding offices of trust and involving 
great amounts of money. Secretary BeLkNap 
himself was responsible for the disbursement 
of $40,000,000 per annum among at least 
60,000 persons, and yet was paid the pitiful 
sum of $8,000 a year in money at a discount 
of 16 per cent, which many clerks, tellers, 
and bookkeepers get who have not a thou- 
sandth part of his responsibility. Of course 
this is no excuse for his malfeasance and vio- 
lation of both honor and trust ; but is it poli- 
tic to pay men holding these great public 
trusts such meagre pittances, especially when 
it is known that they must incur expenses by 
virtue of the inexorable demands of society 
and fashion far beyond their salaries? We 
pay our public officers less than any civilized 
nation on earth,—less even than the poor 
little Republic of Switzerland. Our Repub- 
lican Court, at the head of one of the largest, 
and most powerful, and wealthiest, na- 
tions in the world, is paid less 
than the smallest and weakest nation in 
Europe allows its chief servants. We do not 
pay them any more, substantially, than was 
paid in the days of WasHINqrON and Jerren- 
son, when the country was very poor and 
weak, and social distinctions were by no 
means so marked and exacting as now; when 
plainness of manners and simplicity of dress 
and style of living prevailed, and people had 
something else to do beside aping their rich 
neighbors. This, therefore, is the great 
problem that demands the attention of the 
American people. The 100,000 very rich 
families who compose the so-called cream 
of our fashionable society can never, it is 
to bs feared, be induced to come down to a 
plain, simple, and unostentatious style of life 
any more than a woman who has money 
enough to wear a twenty-dollar dress will 
consent to wear a five-dollar one. GaBRIEL’s 
trumpet will shiver these absurd distinctions ; 
but until that time they will continue to 
exist, Meanwhile, the people of this country 
have the problem before them. They must 
either elect men to office whose wealth re- 
moves them from the necessity of corrupt 
practices, or they musi so increase the sala- 
ries of the great officers as to enable them 
to live within their official income under the 
present ridiculous and shameful etiquette of 
society, and, refusing to do one thing or the 
other, they must be prepared to suffer the 
inevitable consequences that follow tempta- 
tion, under the terrible pressure of fashiona- 
ble requirements. 


THE INDEPENDENT REFORMERS. 

The rascalities and corruptions of the pres- 
ent municipal administration have created 
such intense and wide-spread indignation in 
this community that the honest men of all 
parties are combining in every possible way 
to resist and overthrow it. We have already 
given in these columns fhe organization, 
plans, and purposes of the Republican Cen- 
tral Club, with its auxiliary branches, and 
shown how it proposes to operate against the 
tax-eaters. Now there comes to the surface 
still another organization, composed of prom- 
inent and influential citizens in both parties, 
who, under the name of the Independent Re- 
form Club, propose to move upon the enemy’s 
works in the spring campaign. The prime 
object of this Club is to compass the nomina- 
tion of honest and capable men in both par- 
ties. The Republican members will use their 
personal influence to secure the nomination 
of proper men on the Republican ticket, and 
the Democratic members will use the same 
influence to purify the Democratic ticket. 
After the tickets are nominated, and 
when election day comes, then the Club 
becomes an organization of independent 
scratchers, using their influence to defeat the 
bad men on both tickets. If the Republic- 
ans shall nominate an improper person for 
a certain office and the Democrats a proper 
person for that office, the Republican mem- 
bers will scratch the former and vote for the 
latter, and vice versa. In other words, the Re- 
publicans will cut Republican rascals from 
their ticket, and the Democrats Democratic 
rascals from theirs. In case the Republican 
ticket is composed of good men, the Repub- 
lican members will vote the straight ticket, 
and the Democratic members will do the 
same provided their ticket presents that un- 
usual appearance. As the gentlemen belong- 
ing to this Club have great personal influence 
and have a large following among their 
friends and employes, there is no doubt that 
they can influence a few thousand votes, or 
sufficient to turn the scales in any 
ward. in the city in which their 

Kation has a membership. Such a club 
as this, judiciously using its power, will 
prove a formidable weapon in the municipal 
campaign, and one which can be used with 
tremendous effect. With this Club using its 
influence for an honest administration of the 
city’s affairs, in addition to the Central Club 
and the Citizens’ Association, the tide of cor- 
ruption and rascality ought to be stayed. 

The meeting of the Club at the Pacific 
Hotel on Friday evening, and the spirit which 
animated it, show that these gentlemen are in 
earnest. It was attended by a large gather- 
ing of the solid, honest, and respectable 


citizens of Chicago, and in their speeches and 


resolutions they showed that they were going 
into the local elections this year with the 
determination of purifying both tickets and 
electing the best men. It was a gathering 
which, as Judge Caton remarked, will send 
a cold chill running down the back of every 
tax-eater and bummer in the city. The shot 
fired into the Common Council by Mr. 
KELLOGG was a hot one. It provides: 

That the Executive Committee be requested to pre- 
sent at the next regular meeting a list of our Alder- 
men and their occupations,—those who have any; that 
they also go still further and investigate the acts of all 
those Aldermen whom they suppose are candidates 
for re-election; that they ascertain, if possible, if 
those Aldermen have borrowed money from leading 
politicians and not yet returned that borrowed money ; 
that they go still further, and ascertain if those Alder- 
men have borrowed money from any of our leading 
corporations, and whether tne borrowed money has 
been returned; and how much taxes these en 
pay. 

These are pertinent points, and they show 
that the Independent Reformers are up and | 
at the enemy. 
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CONGREGATIONAL SINGING IN CHURCH. 

The independent church movement of 
Prof. Swine, which attracts thousands of 
persons to McVicker’s Theatre every Sunday, 
fair weather and bad weather, and turns 
hundreds away simply because there is not 
room enough to accommodate them, has 
demonstrated some very pleasant truths, 
which are worth recalling. First, it has shown 
that there is a strong religious sentiment 
among the most intelligent people of a large 
community, thrown out from the fellowship 
of the organized churches on account of a 
failure to agree on some technical question of 
dogma orform. Second, it shows that there 
is not the necessity that has usually been felt 
of sustaining a costly church edifice for the 
exclusive use of one day in the week. 
Third, it may now be conceded that con- 
straint in pew-holding, church-building, 
the fairs, bazaars, lotteries, contribution- 
box, eta, is no longer an indispen- 
sable requisite to church organization, but 
that the latter may be acquired and sustained 
from Sunday to Sunday by the interest of the 
worshipers. Fourth, the advantage of a cen- 
tral church, situated in a manner like other 
places of public gathering, so as to be equally 
accessible from all parts of the city, has been 
abundantly demonstrated. But not the least 
among these and many other advantages that 
are already apparent from Prof. Swina’s new 
movement must be reckoned the return to 
the good ald practice of congregational sing- 
ing, which had unhappily been displaced al- 
most altogether by the modern quartette 
choir. Of course, the chief attraction at 
McVicker’s Theatre every Sunday is the cer- 
tainty of hearing one of Prof. Swmo's beauti- 
ful addresses, sure to be a poetic transcrip- 
tion of some forgotten page of morals, and 
there is probably no other manin the city 
who could assure similar prosperity to a 
similar enterprise. At the same time, there 
is reason to believe that the personal gratifi- 
cation of every devotional desire to sing forth 
praises to the Lord, and the inspiring effect 
of a vast audience joining in a common and 
single swell of ‘worship and gratitude, have 
been important elements in the great popu- 
lar success of Prof. Swixd's new church. It 
is becoming too common to perform all re- 
ligions devotions by proxy. We send our 
wives to church instead of going ourselves ; 
we pay the minister for preaching, and ex- 
pect him to throw in the praying; we hire 
a choir, and so a) point at fixed pay our mod- 
ern seraphims and cherribims to chant the 
praises of Jehovah. But this tendency of 
the time has found much opposition, and is 
accountable for a large part of the quiet 
dropping-away from attendance atthe church 
service. There has come to be something 
too conventional and automatic about the 
average Sunday exercises. The minister and 
his assistant, the organist and the quar- 
tette ehoir, the sexton and the passers 
of the contribution-box, have come to 
absorb all there is to church organization, 
and the church-members as a class have 
grown to be mere lookers-on, who would 
forget that they had any interest in the pro- 
ceedings if it were not suggested by the calls 
on their purse. The congregational singing 
at Prof. Swive’s church has given every 
man, woman, and child a personal interest 
and an important part in the service. It 
has also brought them nearer the worship 
for which they are presumably assembled. 
To hear a congregation of 3,000 voices unite 
in Old Hundred,” or *“ Nearer, my God, to 
Thee,” or the Doxology, or any of the familiar 
and stirring hymn-tunes, will excite more re- 
ligious devotion than the artistic execution 
and vocal grace of all the quartette choirs 
in the country. Prof. Swine and his friends 
and advisers are to be congratulated upon 
the adoption of congregational singing, which, 
as long as it remains exceptional, will be a 
great boon to all the religiously inclined who 
seek his church. It is to be hoped and pre- 
sumed that the success in this instance will 
lead to a restitution of the custom in other 
churches. In this way some of the churches 
may dispense with choirs which they no 
longer feel able to support ; or, in case they 
are not cursed with poverty, they can make 
their choirs the nucleus for congregational 
singing, or give choir solos and congrega- 
tional choruses. One thing is certain : every- 
body who goes to church ought to be encour- 
aged to sing praises for himself, and the re- 
sult will be grander even for him who 
merely listens. 

THE COST OF CITY GOVERNMENT. 

On the 1st of January, 1876, or at the close 
of the first nine months of the fiscal year of 
the city, there were balances of previous ap- 
propriations remaining unexpended to the 
amount of $1,651,844. The amounts of the 
overdrawn accounts at the same date were 
$389,221. The net balance of unexpended 
appropriations on New Year's Day was, 
therefore, $1,262,623. These appropriations 
were for 1875, extending to April 1, 1876. 
The Common Council have just completed 
the appropriations in Committee of the 
Whole for nine months, and this gives us, as 
the authorized expenditure for the calendar 
as well as fiscal year 1876, the sum of 
$5,529,585, which in detail is as follows:

The estimates of the Comptroller were for 
twelve months; the appropriations by the 
Council are for nine months; so that in 
point of fact the Committee of the Whole of 
the Council have exceeded the Comptroller's 
estimates at the rate of $637,310. 
The sum to be raised by taxation for nine 


months, to cover the appropriations agreed 


upon by the Committee of the Whole of the 
Council, is $4,266,962. By adding to this the 
$1,262,623 of unexpended appropriations, 
we have, as the total appropriated for 
the support of the Government for the year 
ending Dec. 31, 1876, the sum of $5,529,585. 

This sum may, therefore, be assumed as 
the minimum cost of the administration of 
the Government for one year. Had the 
Council made their appropriations for 
twelve months instead of nine months, 
they would have aggregated $5,689,283, 
which is, we believe, higher than the highest 
appropriations ever made in any previous 
year. 

It is a question where these appropriations 
can be cutdown. There can, of course, be 
large reductions made by arbitrary cutting 
down of the service. The number of schools 
may be cut down, the number of policemen 
reduced, and several engine-houses shut up. 
Street-cleaning may be abandoned, water- 
extensions discontinued, and the number of 
bridges reduced, the Board of Health abol- 
ished, and the gaslights extinguished. But 
would the public submit to any of these 
suggestions ? 

It may be said that the item of gas might 
be largely reduced, but the Council have not 
appropriated two-thirds enough money to 
pay for the gas that is being consumed. A 
gas debt is being created at the rate of $1,000 
a day. The Council has economized in the 
appropriation, but not in the consumption 
of gas. 

One misfortune is, that the cast of living 
and the cost of production are so greatly en- 
hanced by the taxation of the tariff and the 
depreciation of the currency that the service 
costs 40 per cent more than it otherwise 
would. 


THE GRAND JURIES OF THIS COUNTY. 

The transactions of the recent Grand Jury 
of this county are, we hope, beyond parallel 
in the proceedings of any similar body in any 
part of the United States. It has become 
common to laugh over the verdicts of juries 
composed of illiterate and simple-minded ex- 
negro slaves in the Southern States; but we 
question whether there was ever an African 
jury which exhibited more stolid ignorance 
than the ruling majority of the late Grand 
Jury of this county. We say stolid ignorance, 
because that is the only hypothesis upon 
which their action, in many instances, can 
escape the suspicion of rank corruption. 
There were some intelligent and some re- 
spectable and conscientious men on the Grand 
Jury, but, as a body, the jury was perhaps 
the most unfit or dishonest that ever was im- 
paneled in Chicago. 

The juries of this county, grand and petit, 
are selected by the County Commissioners. 
Each Commissioner has the selection of a 
certain number. There is a large number of 
dead-beats, loafers, and jobbers, who seek 
places as jurors, and who are familiar with 
the bummer Commissioners. The selection 
of jurors is therefore part of the patronage 
of the Commissioners, and this patronage is 
freely distributed among the disreputable 
classes we have named. It is not surprising, 
therefore, that juries thus selected should 
prove stupid, ignorant, or corrupt. The ma 
jority are men who seek the place for the per 
diem, and for what else can be made of it. 

We understand that the Grand Jury select- 
ed for the present month, and which will 
convene to-morrow, is, with some creditable 
exceptions, but little above the standard of 
the rascally one just discharged, and this fact 
is most discreditable to the Board of Commis- 
sioners. ‘That Board should not abuse the 
confidence placed in it by the law, by forcing 
»pon the courts dishonest, disreputable, and 
lucompetent men to serve as jurors in the 
administration of the law. Let the Commis- 
sioners read the record of the late Grand 
Jury: 

1. The man Roney, charged with the mur- 
der of two men, who admitted the killing, 
and against whom a large mass of testimony 
more or less direct was presented to the Grand 
Jury, was not only not indicted, but was or- 
dered to be discharged by the Grand Jury! 
Roney was conscious of the circumstances 
of the case, and at once left for parts un- 
known, unwilling to have another Grand 
Jury pass upon his guilt. The Grand Jury 
did not wait until they closed their labors be- 
fore ordering his discharge; in such case 
Rowry might be recommitted for the next 
jury; but they, at an early day in their ses- 
gions, ordered his discharge from prison. 

2. One of the greatest, if not the greatest, 
colleges for the education and protection of 
thieves in this city is that class of pawnshops 
where goods are professedly taken on pawn, 
but really purchased. There are some forty 
or more of them in Chicago. They are not 
pawnshops, but receptacles of stolen goods, 
each shop having its own corps of thieves. 
In plain English, these shops are kept by the 
boss thieves, who pay those who actually do 
the stealing 10 or 15 per cent of the value of 
the property brought in by them. Servants 
are employed by them to rob their employ- 
ers; clerks and salesmen are hired by them 
to rob the stores in which they are engaged ; 
boys are encouraged to rob their parents ; and 
the wages of these thieves are paid by the 
keepers of these dens,—the licensed pawn- 
shops. For years the District-Attorney has 
fought an unavailing fight to convict this 
class of thieves, but in every instance the 
accused, having plenty of money, has suc- 
cessfully escaped justice. At last, however, 
there was a case where the evidence was over- 
whelming. The accused—a man and wife— 
were so involved in a network ef direct and 
circumstantial testimony that there was no 
possibility of escape. The evidence was laid 
before the Grand Jury, and an indictment was 
found against both of the accused. After 
some days one of the Grand Jurors reported 
to his colleagues that he had had a talk about 
the case with an Alderman, who had told 
him that the persons were not guilty; he 
therefore moved that the indictment be re- 
considered, and that their discharge be or- 
dered ; and the majority canceled the in- 
dictment, and the prisoners were discharged. 
Is comment necessary? Is it required that 
such a proceeding as this should be stig- 
matized as corrupt or ignorant? We are not 
arguing now that the jury was corrupt; we 
are showing that the majority of the jury 
were unfit for the duty committed to them, 
and that the responsibility for such a jury 
rests upon the Commissioners who selected 
them. 

3. In the trial of a case before one of the 
civil courts, the corrupt perjury of an indi- 
vidual was so clearly developed that the Judge 
directed the attorney -for the city to present 
the matter to the Grand Jury. The evidence 
was in the sworn written affidavits of the 
person charged. The Grand Jury heard this 
case also, and an indictment was duly found; 
but before the Grand Jury adjourned finally, 
having obtained new light on the subject, 
a reconsideration was had, the indictment 
cancelled, and the accused ordered to be dis- 
charged. 

Fortunately this wonderful Grand Jury has 


been discharged. But to-morrow there is to 
be another. Will it be any better? or will it 
be any worse? It has been selected by the 
same Commissioners. Can the stream rise 
higher than its source? Are the public to 
have a repetition of the proceedings of the 
last few weeks? Are cases to be tried, and 
new trials granted, in the Grand Jury-room? 
Are persons accused of crime to have counsel 
attend the Grand Jury and argue motions to 
set aside indictments already found? Are 
Grand Jurors to go outside the Grand Jury- 
room and hear the other side ? 

The primary remedy is with the County 
Commissioners in the selection of jurors. 
But are there no means of reaching the County 
Commissioners? It has been suggested that 
the Court has the right to protect the admin- 
istration of justice by discharging Grand Ju- 
ries, and requiring others, until the County 
Commissioners shall be shamed into designat- 
ing a jury of competent men. We do not 
know if Courts have such power; but if they 
have, and will exercise it on a few occasions, 
the community will be spared the repetition 
of the disgraceful proceedings of the late 
Grand Jury. 


THE VICE OF BRIBERY. 

The acceptance of money for services un- 
rendered, which is a statutory offense in pub- 
lic office, is a very common vice among the 
non-officeholding community, and hence, 
perhaps, the general infection of the public 
service. To make a sale, to bring about a 
trade, or to facilitate a business transaction 
of any nature whatever, it is not considered 
improper to lay all the ropes and pull all the 
wires that may lead to the consummation de- 
sired. ‘‘ Commissions ” and “ divisions ” of 
all kinds and every conceivable mathematical 
variety are invented to carry out the project 
in view. The closest ties of friendship are 
strained by the consideration of gain. The 
domestic relations are invaded with presents 
and offerings to exert a secret influence. 
Money is given and taken for the exercise of 
mere personal or social influence, without re- 
gard to the real merit of the investment 
which is promoted or the probable re- 
sults of the transaction thus forwarded. 
Men and women of all conditions 
are subjected to the temptation of using 
some personal influence, at no cost to 
themselves, in return for a compensationfof 
some kind or other; and one encounters 
almost daily evidence of the accomplishments 
of favoritism, of schemings, of influence, of 
pressure,—all of which more nearly or re- 
motely hang upon the vice of bribery. It is 
not strange, in view of the common preva- 
lence of this pernicious practice in private 
and business life, that it should have infected 
official circles so largely as has been demon- 
strated in the various frauds that have been 
unearthed during the last year or two. It 
might be supposed that the law affixing a 
severe penalty would act as a restraint upon 
those holding official positions. But there 
are two weak points here. First, a statutory 
definition of an offense does not make a very 
serious impression when the offense is found 
to be practiced with impunity outside of 
official circles, and even sanctioned by cus- 
tom; and, second, the law has followed the 
general tendency of the community to con- 
demn the person accepting the bribe, but 
not him who offers it. The result of this 


and quiets his apprehensions by the seeming 
difficulty of proof where the transaction has 
been for mutual benefit and the exposure 
would be for mutual discomfiture. In other 
words, it is a difficult matter to enforce a code 
of morals in official circles of a higher and 
more exacting character than that accepted by 
society at large. 

The downfall of ex-Secretary BxLIXNAr 
was a national disgrace, estimated by the 
exalted position he held. At the same time, 
the surprise and indignation exhibited by 
Congress were somewhat beyond an honest 
protest by a set of honest men at the unex- 
pected revelation of corruption in high 
places. The universal horror which 
was manifested at the disclosure was 
scarcely in keeping with some of the 
secret history of Oongress itself.

1,781, Every member of Congress, or any offi- 
cer or agent of the Government, who, directly or indi- 
rectly, takes, receives, or agrees to receive any money, 
property, or other valuable consideration whatever 
from any person for securing or aiding to procure any 
contract, or office, or place of the Government, or any 
department thereof, from any officer of the United 
States, for any person whatever, or for giving any such 
contract, office, or place whatsoever, and 
every person who, directly or indirectly, offers or 


agrees to give, or gives, or bestows any money, prop- 
erty, other valuables, or consideration what 


ever for procuring, or aiding to procure, any 
such contract, office, or place, and every member of 
Congress who, directly or indirectly, takes, receives 
or agrees to receive, any money, property, or other val 
uable consideration whatever, after his election as 
such member, for his attention, services, action, vote, 
or decision on any question, cause, or 

which may be pending, or may by law, or under the 
Oonstitution, be brought before Hm in his official ca- 
pacity or in his place as such member of Congress, 
shall be made guilty of s misdemeanor, and shall be 
imprisoned not more than two years and fined not 
more than $10,000, and any such contract or agreement 
may, at the option of the President, be declared abso- 
lutely null and void, and any member of Congress or 
officer convicted of a violation of this section shall 
moreover be disqualified from holding any office of 
honor, profit, or trust under the Government of the 
United States. 

We refer, of course, to the Democratic 
New York Congressman Scuumaker and the 
Republican Minnesota Congressman Ko, 
who were recipients of large sums of money 
from Inwim at the time the latter was dis- 
tributing the Pacific Mail bribery and cor- 
ruption fund. Both men were in public ser- 
vice at the time they received this money.

tial disuse. After considerable wandering in its 
habitations, the Century bas settled down in its 
own building in Fifteenth street, a few doors 
from Union Square, or Fourth avenue. Its col- 
lection of literary and artistic treasures is im- 
mensely valuable, and it is considered a great 
treat to enjoy the privilege of inspecting its 
gallery and library. 1870 it adopted a new 
charter, but still limited its membership to 
authors, artists, and amateurs of letters and 
the fine arts. Its rules are more 
rigid in prohibiting gaming that those 
of the Union. At present it has a membership 
of nearly 800, and a yearly income of nearly 
$40,000. Its repasts are less pretentious than 
thore of the Union or Union League, and its 
privcipal features are u stiff regard to the pro- 
ywieties of life, and a recognition of its re- 
quvements in every sense. The Century is 
the grave and reverend seignor of the city 
clubs, but it embraces within its ranks so many 
men emment im the literary and artistic world 
that it must ever be regarded with affection and 
res William C. Bryant is its President, 
and probably will be eo long as he lives. Its art 
receptions are frequént, aud are always at- 
tended by the elite of the city. They are en- 
joyable in every way. 
THE UNION LEAGUE CLUB. 

This is probably the best known to strangers 
of all our city clubs. Its building stands on 
the east side of Madison Square, within sight of 
the Filth Avenue Hotel, the Hoffman, Albe- 
marle, St. James, and Brunswick Hotels, and its 
flag flies almost the year round. As its name 
implies, this Ciub grew out of the exigencies of 
the War for the Union. In January, 1863, a 
number of ,entlemen of social prominence re- 
solved to unite in an organization for strength- 
ening the National causein thiscity. The re- 
sult was the Union League,—later the Union 
League Club, It was a bold beginning of its 
bistory that it raised the means to re 
cruit several regiments of colored troops, 
and sent them to the front. Horatio Seymour 
was Governor at the time, and gave only a cold 
consent to the scheme. it was laughed at by 
Democratic politicians, but was persevered in 
until successful. When the first regiment was 
ready to march there was a demonstration at the 
elub- house, then on Seventeenth street, near 
Broadway. The Democratic ‘‘solidg” of the 
city were shocked. but the Leaguers persisted, 
and materially aided the Govetument in the 
national sirugg.e. The League alse eriginated 
the great Sanitary Fair, which vielded the Sani- 
tary Commission over $1,000,000 for its work. 
Of course, under such auspices, receptions of 
popular heroes, from President Grant down, have 
been part of its regular programme, which 
is still kept up as often as the occasion calls for it. 
Asa means of shaping political sentiment in 
social circles, it has been an eminent success. 
Its present membership is nearly 1,500, and 
financiaily, socially, and otherwise, it is prosper- 
ous to tbe highest degree. Its present club- 
house is one of the most elegant in the city. It 
has just beea repaired, after suffering severely 
from atire in the upper stories. The furniture 
is very costly, and in all its appointments the 
interior ranks as one of the most magnificent in 
the world. Ladies’ receptions are among ite 
features, and its art exhibitions are marvelous in 
the variety and value of the pictures 
exhibited. The government of the Club is 
somewhat on the plan of a divided respousibil- 
ity, in the form of committees aud sub-commit- 
tees, which are limited in their powers, duties, 
and privileges by the by-laws. There is more 
machinery to this Club tnan in any other city 
club, but it works harmoniously in practice. It 
is in substance, though not in letter, a political 
association devoted to the Republican party, 
though a few well-known Democrats are on its 
rolls. In 1872 rts receipts from all sources were 
$185,198. its disbursements $184,600. The Clay 
owns Government bonds and other securities 
worth nearly $200,000, and will doubtless very 
soon build an elegant and spacious club-house 
for ita own use. 

THE MANHATTAN CLUB. 

As the Union League is a Republigan Club, in 
a political sense, so the Manhattan is the repre- 
sentative Democratic Club. in the mutations 
of municipal politics it has come to be regarded 
as the exponent of the upper-crust of the 
city Democracy—sometimes called the Swal- 
low-Tails in contradistiction to the lower-crust, 
called the Short-Hairs.” It was originally or- 
ganized in 1864, pending the Presidential can- 
vases in that year, and as a rival ot the Union 
League. It is sometimes jocularly mentioned 
as Manton Marble’s Club, as he has been its 
Secretary from the start. It commenced on a 


-— 


solid basis by raising suilicient funds 
to buy a handsome building all 
ready for housekeeping, and situated 


in a firet-class location on Fifth avenue. Its 
political origin has necessarily limited its sphere 
in the elub history of New York, but it bas been 
a marked success as a social experiment. It is 
designed to promote social intercourse among 
Democrats, and its rooms have been the head- 
quarters of the Democratic leaders of the Gov. 
Seymour, G. L. M. Barlow, Gov. Tilden stripe 
prior to any nnportaut election. It embraces a 
membership of nearly 800, and its income is 
about $50,000 per year. For a Democratic club, 
it is exceedingly aristocratic in its arrangements 


lentiful, its cuisine one of the wonders of New 
‘ork, and its condition healthy aud prosperous. 
All the wealthy Democrats io the city are on its 


rolis. 
THE LOTOS CLUB 


was organized in 1870, and is one of the strong- 
est in its personnel and most successful in 
achieving the declared objects of the Club in the 
city. It was ao after-dinner affair, and originat- 
ed in the determination of several journalists to 
form a club to promote social intercourse among 
journalists, artiste, actors, and similar profes- 
sions. Several attempts had been made previ- 
ously to organize distinctive clubs for journal- 
ists and also for actors, but they had failed. An 
organization was formed on the basis proposed, 
and it became a success at once. An eligible 
building was tured on Irving place, next 
door to the Academy of Music, and 
the necessary arrangements made for 
making the club-house — and —— 

bers. It first President was De Wit 
6 — — of the Leader, but he died seven 
months after tbe Club started, ana the Hon. 
A. Oakey Hall was elected se his successor. 
A year later and the membership had in- 
creased to 200, and includes many who are 
prominently identified with art, journalism, and 
the dramatic and musical profession. A series 
of Saturday-evening entertainments was started, 
and the affairs of the Club were moving along 
swimmingly, when the annual election came 
around. There were by this time a section of its

Its receptions have beer 
largely attended by the elite, and its annual ↄn- 
tertainments at the Academy of Music have be- 
come important features in the social experience 
of the city. It has begun the acquisition of an 
art gallery, which is already valuable, and its 
prospects are flattering for continued success in 
gathering art treasures, until ite collection shall 
become one of the moet valuable. Its present 
membership is 350, and ite President ie the well- 
known Whitelaw Reid, of the New York Tribune. 
THE BLOSSOM CLUB. 
This Club wae projected for purely social pur- 
poses, and dates ite formal organization from 
1864. Prior to that time it had an existence 
under the name of the Blossom Lodge, which 
was composed of a clase of Democratic city offi-

. THE TRAVELERS’ CLUB 

is unique ino ite method, but simple in its aims 
and objects. Its particular mission is declared 
to be the promotion of literature, acquisition of 
knowledge, intellectual improvement, and social 


intercourse, especially among those accustomed 
to travel. Its origin is in doubt, but we find E. 
G. Squier, the Central American traveler, John 
Savage, of Ireland, Dr. Isaac I. Hayes, Steve 
Maseett, and ottiers, playing the part of god- 
fathers. The Club occupies handsome apart- 
ments on the corner of Fifth avenue and Four- 
teenth street, close by Delmonico’s. Its 
receptions to noted travelers have been 
felicitous and interesting. Ite collection 
of books and mementoes of travel, 
and its collections of minerals, rare works of 
art, curiosities, and articles of virtu, have already 
ecome famous and valuable. There is a large 
literary element in the Club, though it is less 
conspicnous than formerly. It has one pecu- 
liarity in ite system of allowing monthly mem- 
bership with restaurant privileges. Gaming is 
allowed,—the games limited to whist and euchre, 
and stakes to one dollar. It allows life-members 
on payment of $800. The honorary roll include 
such names as Louis Agassiz, Anson Burlingame, 
Pau! B. DuChaillu, Samuel Baker, of England, 
J. Ross Browne, Prof. Pepper, Prof. Pumpelly, 
— others. Its regular membership averages 


THE PALETTE CLUB. 

Clark Bell, the Pacific Mail lawyer, is now 
President of the Club, though it is of German 
origin, and originally its by-laws were printed 
in German only. Its projectors were German 
artists and their friends and patrons. It was 
not until 1870 that anybody heard of the Palette 
—its membership was not over eighty. In au- 
other year it bad risen to 220. It was now en- 
abled to carry out one of the objects of its pro- 
jectors in the cummencement of a life-school 
for artists, with advantages not to be obtained 
in any single studio. The Club also started 
a school of drawing from the antique for 
the use of amateurs and younger pupils. 
Thus the Palette is essentially a practical club 
for conferring something more than social bene- 
fits, but % does not lose sight of the latter ad- 
vantage, as its festivals, receptions, dinners, and 
entertainments suggest. Ite annual dues are 
only $12, and the initiation fee only 65. It is 
intended to benefit the toiling artist, and the 
fees are made low purposely. In fact, it is an 
art-school quite as much asa club. It now o- 
cupies stylish rooms en Second avenue, facin 
St. Mark's place aud in its ranks will be — 
the leading art publishers, and art patrons, pho- 
tographers, architects, engravers. civil engi- 
neers, and artiste proper, of German birth and 
descent in this city. 

THE ARCADIAN CLUB. 

This is the Club formed by the seceders from 
the Lotos,—those who claimed that the Lotos 
had departed from the platform of its founders. 
The idea of the Arcadian was to mak it the 
true Lotes, but they went beyond the original 
Lotos idea, and created one of the pleasantest 
and most enjoyable clubs in the city. It took in 
not only leading journalists (theatrical critics 
mainly), but actors and patrons, Henry G. 
Stebbins was its first President. J. M. Bundy, 
of the Mail, Parke Godwin, of the Evening Jost, 
Edwin Booth, Lawrence Barrett, actors, and 


- 


George W. Carleton, — ay were in 
its first Board of irectors. It has 
been to some extent a rival of its 


progenitor, the Lotos, and the outside world 
have laughed to witness the strife between 
the two clubs to capture tie artistic ana literary 
notables as they have arrived in town. The 
Lotos gave receptions to Rubinstein, Wienaweki. 
Edmund Yates, James Anthony Froude ; and the 
Arcadian received Clara Louise Kellogg. gave a 
farewell to the lamented Charlotte Cusiiman, 
and has lionized others. It ie regarded as the 
headquarters of the critic, and for this reason 
has attractions to all newiy-arrived artistes who 
wish to be on the right side of the dailies. It 
taxes in the operatic and dramatic managers at 
one swoop and actors by the score. Its 
rooms are at 52 Union Place, aud 
convenient to all the theatres and music-balls. 
It has Thursday-afternoon sociabies, fasbioned 
after those of the Lotos held on Saturdays, and 
is altogether prosperous and happy. 
MINOR CLUBS. 

There are many other organizations called 
clubs, which combine im greater or less degree 
all the methods of culture or social intercourse 
which are found in the others which are described 
herein. The descriptions of the leading clubs, 
however, must suffice forall. If these descrip- 
tions, mcomplete and imperfect though they are, 
may serve as a hint or direction to socially- 
inelined people in the West to go and do like- 
wise, the labor will not be in vain. Bravcry.

WHAT POPULATION CHICAGO CAN HOLD. 

Tue Year's Doings, a new periodical published 
in this city in the real estate interest, makes a 
computation of the number of lots ia Chicago 
occupied and unoccupied, their capacity for 
population, and the probable date when the 
supply of vacant lots will be exhausted. It 
Says : 

An estimate and computation shows that Ohicago 
has 195,840 lots of 25 by 150 feet, as we average t 
size capabie of holding a population at six to the lot, 
of 1,175,440. The city has already a population, Jan. 
1, 1876, of 552,526, occupying 92,087 of the lots, leav- 
ing unoccupied at this time 103,750 lota, requiring an 
increase of population of 622,515 to occupy the bal- 
ance. The suburban villages, fifty-five of them 
named here, 547,840 lots, within the close range of 
facilities, for in and out, capable of placing 2,739,200 
people. These vi have already a population of 
32,400, occupying 6,450 of the lots, leaving unoccupied 
at this time, 541,360, requiring .an increase of popula- 
tion to about the supply of 2,707,900, 

We compute the increase of popuiation for the next 
ten years at 7 per cent. per annum, net, and find 
that the number will be at the end of ten yeare, in the 
city, 1,175,040, which number we estimate for January 
1, 1886. This shows that, on that day, the entire sup- 
ply of lots now im the city, will be taken for occu- 

cy and use, and the city will be owt of lots, within 
— present limits, and will have to divide up on less 
number of feet, or take in more territory, or go in 
with the suburban population and extend the limits to 
include all,

Great De Soto, when he dis- 
covered the noble Red River of the South, and took 
possession of it for His Most Catholic Majesty 
of Spain, never got lands so cheap as 
I offer you the most fruitful, productive, 
richest, and most grateful of soils, Cheap land! 
A man can have no conscience, no belief in Nature 
or Nature s God, cannot recognize the hand of a Di- 
vine Providence; when he asks for cheap lands having 
been offered lands from $50 to 50 cents per acre; 
lands that laugh the whole year round with a harvest 
when you tiekle them with a bull-tongue. G-r-e-«t 
Heavens! Western lands in the same breath, too!

, grasshopper-ridden lands of 

with the rich alluvial lands of 

isi where flowery monarch holds 

sway with all the world for his court;

NEW YORK MORTGAGFS. 

There are 13,000 acres of iand in New York 
mortgaged for about #1,000,000,000—eight- 
ninths as much as the interest-bearing debt of 
the nation, and paying nearly twice as much in- 
terest. The New York Sun, without giving these 
figures, alludes in » recent article to this subject, 
and insists that under such burdens business 
prosperity can be recovered only by the most 
géneral and wide-spread economy. 

f REAL ESTATE IN BROOKLYN. 

The condition of the real estate market of 
Brooklyn, says the Argus, at the opening of the 
present season may be summed up io s few 
sentences. The business of buying and sefling 
proper 18 absolutely stagnant, and promises to 
continue flat until rapid transit, in one form or 
another, has become an accomplished fact iu 
Brooklyn. Prices and, as a consequence, rents 
are lower by from 10 to 25 ver cent, with the ex- 
ception of certain favored districts on the 
Hill” and on the Heights,“ where the de- 
crease in the value of house-property is 
not 80 great, and where, in some 
‘high-priced dwellings hold their own. Oc- 
casidpally a sale is made at a low figure, 
but this, as will be explained below, is 
the mere result of adventitious circumstances‘ 
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ing thie it be laid down as a principle that 
all property which increased iu value within the 
last few years, through local improvements, or 
through the fact that it lies adjacent to improved 
property, has suffered in some cases a severe de- 
chine, but generally a depreciation to more or 
less extent. 
REEUCTION OF VALUES ANP RENTS IN NEW YORK. 

The French flat system, savs the New York 
Times, while it has been in a measure & success. 
and has met with public favor in a remarkable 
degree, has not entirely succeeded in cheapeping 
reuts. Ihe demand for what the ageuts term 
eligible flats has been so great that the rental of 
one is nearly as large as wat of a house of 
moderate size and pretention. During the past 
two years and a half, however, another ceuse 
has operated toward a removal of the objection 
to the high cost of living in New York. The 
decline in actual value of real estate has been 
unmistakable, and, althouga holders are s0 un- 
willing to accept reduced prices that fow sales 
are made excepting under the stress of necessity, 
yet the absence of any reaction toward oid 
values caused an adjustment of rents to 
the new standard, and ono of the agents, 
doing a large business, states the reduc- 
tion in two years to be 30 per cent. This 
year there is an average reduction, according to 
the same authority, of 15. per cent from tho 
prices of last year, but at the reduced rents it is 
calculated that good improved real estate pays 
an interest of about G per cent on its reduced 
value over the expenses of taxes and repairs. 
One of tho siguiticant facts showing that this 
reduction of rents is an actual occurrence, of 
which tenants ought to gain the advantage, is 
that the Astors have made a general reduction 
in their rents of 10 per cent from the figures set 
last year. Thie reduction is considered less thao 
the average in the city, but it is in itself a con- 
clusive proof of a decline in rents, In store 
property the reuting of individual buildings 
proves little, as values vary so greatly with loca- 
tion and the particuiar needs of the tenants, but 
an estimate is made that the rents of stores will 
be less thau those of last year in just about the 
same proportion as those of dwellings. 
MORTGAGE FORECLOSURE AND MODERN SHYLOCKS. 

The Springtield Republican of the 28th ult. 
has some strong remarks on the practices of a 
class of land-sbarks who are taking advantage 
of the hard times to oppress mortgagors, and 
buy them out under foreclosure. It says: 

There have been some great bargains in real estate 
in New York City lately, in purenases under mortgage 
foreclosures; and with 6 and 7 per cent bonds and 
stocks selling at 110 to 120, it begins to be seen that 
there is profit in it at present prices. It requires cour- 
age and discretion, however, for such investmenis. 
Here, in Springfidd, we begin to detect a salacious 
rolling of tongues and whetting of appetites toward 
this class of property among a certain class of money- 
holders and movey-getters. Some choice purchases 
have already been made at mortgage sales, and salted 
down for the future recovery of prices, This 18 both 
shrewd and legitimate — but the Shylock quality 
finds stimulat in the opportunity, and goes back to 
the assiduous cultivation of a crisis, of which it 
urposes to take advantage. Tlie general disposi- 

tion of our local moucy-lenders, whether corporate or 
personal, is, 0 long as the security is sufficient and 
the interest promptly met, to give plenty of time to 
the stricken devtor, and allow him every opportunity 
for the advantage of a future favorable reaction, Bit 
there are exceptions who, in the spirit of the old Jew 
of Shekapeare, insist on their bond to the day and the 
letter in order that they may force the sacrifice of the 
property and get it at a bargain. Worse than that, as 
we have suggested. there are searchers for opportuni- 
ties of this sort, purchasers of mortgage notes about 
to fall due, with the very purpose in advance of shut- 
ting the gate down ebarply on the cornered debtor, 
and getting bis property from him at half or two- 
+hirds ite cost, and considerably less than ite value, 
These sort of folks belong to the @ame breed as those 
who fail in order to make money; it is the same spirit, 
only exlibited at the other end of the chain, 


HOME ADORNMENT. 


fuexpensive Plaus lor Decorating and 
Beautifyiag the Rome-Practical 
Hints aud Suggestions. 

To the Huitor of The Chicago Tridun: 

CIAO, March 4.—The housekeepers’ column 
of Tun Tarpuxe hes interested me very much. 
But housekeeping includes more than baking 
cake, making bread, and cooking vegetables. 
Housekeeping is in its widest deuse home- 
making. As there are little details about cook- 
ing and table arrangement that add eo much to 
the excellence of food in one case and so much 
to the enjoyment of the family in the other, so 
there are details of arrangement and ornamenta- 
tion that brighten and beautify the home. 

It has loug been the custom for novelists and 
strong-minded women to ridicule what they gen- 
eralize as fancy work. and to intimate that such 
work is without purpose and barren of good re- 


sults. Ladies who really enjoy 
THE WORK OF HOME-MAKING, 

and gentlomen who have a pride iu their homes, 
know how much skillfal hands and ingenious 
minds accomplish in the way of decoration uoder 
the almost meauingless name of fancy work. 
Many ladies of my acquaintance are genuine 
artists in this way, and their homes show not 
only the evidence of this artistic impulse, but 
the presence of that good taste that accom- 
panics it. 

Many ladies are enthusiastic in this direction, 
and as their enthusiasm is expended in making 
their homes beautiful, it is certainly commend- 
able. Others again are interested and only de- 
sire to learn. It has occurred to me that both 
classes would be interested in a department of 
home ornamentation in wnich there could be 

AN INTERGHANGE OF IDEAS 
and views, and à presentation of suggestions, 
hints, and modifications of well-known plans, 
adapted to homes of all grades. 

I know that in my own circle ladies are con- 
stantiy communicating to one another new ideas. 
A suggestion given in some periodical is taken 
up, ia modified, added to, changed, and changed 
again, until itis represented in a dozen new 
things. Or, a iady origivates something herself, 
another lady catohcs the general idea and possi- 
bly improves upon it, and so on. Now, if we 
can come into the wider circle of Tug Triscye 
readers, giving and receiving information, I have 
no doubt all ladies of taste will become interest- 
ed in the department devoted to this work. 

It is extremely difficult to mike descriptions 
of designs and processes intelligible to those 
who have no knowledge of the details of needie 
work. In many cases I find that I must satisfy 
myself with the merest hint or outline, but even 
this, in connection with the main pointe, will en- 
able those most likely to be interested to catch 
the idea. 

PICTURE FRAMES. 

In nearly every house there are many band- 
some pictures, photographs, engravings. stored 
away for want of suitable portfolio or for want 
of frames. This is the case in families in good 
circumstances, and just why it is so no one can 
say. Whether the pictures are not framed be- 
cause of expense that would follow or not, the 
ladies can ignore the question of expenditure 
and escape from all other drawbacks by making 
frames of white perforated cardboard. 

RUSTIC FRAME. 

For rustic frame, cut the cardboard in strips 
say an inch wide, taking a given number of 
holes or perforations as a guide (twelve in this 
case). Make the strips of leu,ih required by 
picture, the ends projecting at tha corners as in 
the common rusiic frame. 


Work star pattern in red, green, or blue single 
zephyr in the corners, and at intervals, say of 
twelve holes, along the sides and ends of the 
frame. 

ANOTHER PLAN. 

Or. after joining the corners and working the 
squares where the upright pieces of cardboard 
cross the end pieces, in single zephyr of any col- 
or, cut cardboard in strips 1 inch wide by 3 long 
(or twelve holes wide by thirty-six long). and 
place these strips across the ends and sides of 
frame at intervais ef 12 inches. Fill all squares 
formed by the crosses with long over-stitch, 
same color as zephyr used in corner squares. Un 
the projectiug ends of all the cross-pieces work 
a croes, or diagonal lines crossing each other. 

Work the same cross between the solid 
squares. These frames, simple as they are, 
add much tothe richest picture. and there is 
nota suggestion of incongruity, if colors are 
handied with taste. They may be used with or 
without glass, and with or without pasteboard 
back. If without, they may be pinned ligbtiv 
to the wall; if with glass and back, they can be 
suspended by crocheted or twisted chain of 
worsted, color the same as used on the frame. 

LAMBREQUINS FOR BRACKETS. 

recall one house in which there are statnettes 
of good size in the corwer of the parlor and 
eitting- , these placed on good-sized brack- 
ets, The brackets are draped with the daintiest, 
prettiest, and in appearance the richest lambre- 
quins. And yet these are comparatively inex- 
pensive. If you bave no bracket, do as 1 did, 
make a corner shelf with rounded edge (say a 
head of a large barrel. cut in quarters, or, if a 
bracket isnot to be large, the bead of a flour 
barrel, cut io quarters). The supports to this 
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will be thin strips nailed lightly to the wall. 
And now as to the lambrequin that is to make 
this plain eheif à thing of uty. 

‘lake „ yard scarlet flanne!, cut in two scol- 
lops on lower edge, leaving space between for 
pendant of black cloth. The point of the latter 
is t drop lower than the other scollops or pend- 
ants, aud is caught lightly, on the wrong side, to 
the flannel. ‘The lower edge of red and biack is 
pinked. Cut from the centre of the red scollops 
u circular piece 2 inches in diameter (the lower 
edge of the circle to be about 2 inches from low- 
er edge of lambrequin) and pink the edges of 
the opening. 

Work on white velvet or soft side of Canton 
flannel any pretty design in black, red, or green, 
or, to follow my owa plan, for a medallion by 
sewing pointed pieces of black velvet on white 
velvet or Canton flannel, these pieces crossing at 
right angles. Cover centre of tae medallion 
with smal! white circular piece, worked with but- 
ton-hole stitch, around the edge, in shaded orange 
silk. Work onthe white in the angles formed 
by the cross pieces of black, little vines or spravs 
in herring-bone stitch in shaded orange and 
shaded green. Insert the medallions thus 
formed in the circles in the red. They are held 
in place by taking a short stitch and throwiwg 
the thread around the needle, as in working a 
button-hole, formiog a small knot in the centre 
of each little scollop formed by the pinking iron. 
Work around each medeilion in herring-bone 
stitch in shaded green silk floss a wreath. On 
the red ground in the centre of the lambrequin, 
above the black, another medallion may be 
placed. 

For the black pendant, cut in shape of oak- 
leaf green velvet, and buttou-hole this on to the 
black with shaded green silk. The leaf should 
be small and with stem upward. Work ebout 
this in herring-bone stitch, in shaded green and 
Orange. spray or branches. Above the leaf 
place a small medallion and let the sprays from 
below wind about this. Finish upper edge of 
lambrequin with narrow strip of scarlet flannel, 
—.— * 2 88 * run through the 
centre of this strip a line o on iu horring- 
bone stitch. wi ile 

SIMPLER PLANS. 

This lambrequin is very rch and preity. 
Others quite as, rich and pretty in appearance I 
make in this way, the plan demanding less work, 
aud being less complicated: Cut in any shape 
desired of black cloth, velvet, or velveteen, Piuk 
the edges or finish with fringe. Cut from Cre- 
ton or furniture calico bards, flowers, buiter- 
flies, wreaths, or vives (many of the figures are 
exquisitely shaded, and excellent as to outline 
and detail work), and paste these on the black 
cloth, arranging artistically aud preserving the 
congruities in selecting, Use a paste made of 
gum tragacanth. Call for tho white or extra 
gum, and use only enough water to bring the 
gum to the cousistency of moderately thin 
paste. This will not discolor like gum arabic, 
nor penetrate the cloth as when it is made thin 
like mucilage.

If a lady has house-plants, the uusightly pots 
can be hid by a very simple contrivance cut from 
greeu paper-cambric, strips as wide or ‘a little 
wider than the pot is high aod long enough to 
goround it. Sew together and fit to the pot by 
taking up three or four seams, at the bottom. 
Sew on this, beginning at the bottom, dried 
moss (procured at the iloriste) and you havea 
flower-vase dressed in green, Of other plans 
hereafier.

The une weather had little to do with the 
change in tome, except as it reduced the number of 
country orders to buy grain; but relative quietness 
is usually the rule on Saturdays. 

The demand for dry-goods was further imptoved. 
Interior nierchants are beginning to arrive in consid- 
erable numbers, and within the past two or three days 
a very respectable amount of orders has been placed, 
The tone of the market remaius firm. In the grocery 
market there were no important new features, Busi- 
ness now shows daily improvement, and prices of 
staple lines show a hardening tendency. Side goods, 
af a rule, are steady, the only notable exception being 
clover, in which the tendency is unmistakably upward. 
Advices from the sourees of supply are to the effect 
that the crop is an almost entire failure, and in the 
European markets a general advance has already taken 
place. There was fair call from the local and 
country trade for dried fruits, and the market 
had a fairly firm tone botn for domestic and foreign 
varieties. Fish were in good demand, though the 
market does not display the same degree of activity as 
in some past seasons at a like period. Butter and 
cheese remain firm, under a well-sustained demand. 
There were no prenounced changes in the bagging, 
leather, coal, wood, paint, and oil markets, quiet pre- 
vailing all around. 

Hogs were in active demand, and were strong at 

Friday’s advance. The supply fell short of 6,000 head, 
and by noon the pens were empty. Sales were at $7.50 
@28.75—the bulk at $7.90@8.25. The receipts for the 
week were about 47,258 head. Cattle were firm and un- 
ehunged, The small supply was readily disposed of 
on a basis of $3.50@5,25 for common to choice steers. 
Received during the week, 16,590 head, Sheep were 
dull and heavy. There was a light demand at $4.50@ 
6.00 per 100 Ibs for common to choice, Received dur- 
ing the week, 11,2793 head, 
The common grades of lumber continue in fair ih- 
terior demand and steady, while the upper qualities 
are rather slow and generally easy. The orders for 
shingles appear to be increasing and the prices are 
stronger, the supply and receipts being moderate. 
The production of pine lumber now promises to be 
ample, the recent snow-storms having considerably 
impreved the prospect in Michigan and the other 
Northwestern lumber States are hRely to produce more 
than they did last year, thus compensating for any de- 
ficiency across the lage. Iron and steel were reported 
in fair order request, common iron being irregular in 
price, owing to the competition among manufacturers 
and the large stock of certain sizes. The wool market 
was again steady, the Western orders being nnmerous 
enough to sustain the market at present prices, at 
which probably the remainder of the Western clip will 
be taken by the home manufacturers. Hops, broom- 
corn, and salt were unchanged. Hay was held with 
more confidence, the bad roads having checked the re- 
ceipts. Poultry and eggs were easier. 


PROVISIONS. 

HOG PRODUCTS—Were less active and easier, with 
more irregularity in tone. Hogs were sguin tm hght 
supply, and firm at full previous quotations, and 
other markets were strong, probably because of the 
higher close bere on Friday evening. But the demand 
was less. The local inquiry, which it had been thought 
would concentrate the bulk of our pork and lard into 
the hands ef one firm, was over, and still there were 
parties anxious to sell at the higher prices realized 
under the recent active inquiry.

Ractxe. March 4.—The delightful weather we 
have experienced during the greater part of the 
winter received a sudden, though temporary, 
check on the evening of Saturday last.

BELKNAP’S EARLY LIFE. 
HIS REMOVAL TO KEOKUK. 
Speciai Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Keoxvk, la., March 4.—The Gate City of to- 
morrow morning will contain the following con- 
cerning Gen. Belknap’s history prior to his 
appointment as Secretary of War : 

A little over twenty years ago W. W. Belknap 
came to Keokuk as a young attorney. He was a 
Democrat in politics. He became somewbat 
active as a local politician, and in 1858 was 
elected by the Democracy to the Lower House 
of the State Legislature. About the time he 
came Keokuk was in a ferment of speculation.

Letters from Eastern correspond- 
ents and clients came to his partner that money 
which bis firm had long before acknowledged 
the receipt of had not been applied as directed. 
Inquiry disclosed that Mr. Belknap had received 
the money, acknowledged the receipt for it for 
the firm, and in his financial extremity had 

USED IT HIMSELF. 

His partner was a poor map, but he raised the 
money and paid of the debt. The sum so paid, 
Gen. Belknap paid back with principal and in- 
terest as soon as he could raise the money, and 
to this use he applied the salary of his military 
service. 

When the War broke out, Mr. Belknap went in 
with the local company to which he belonged, 
and came back at the end of the War a Major- 
General, and with arecord as a soldier, hon- 
orable to himself, the State, and the coun- 
try. He had scarcely determined what to 
do as to his business future, when 
Andrew Johnson began his raid upon Republic- 
ans, aud Dr. J. C. Walker, Revenue Collector 
for this district, was to go ont by decapitation. 
At the instance of both Democratic and Repub- 
lican friends, Gen. B., who was a War Demo- 
erat and then Independent, politicaily, dividing 
his vote between both parties, applied for the 
place, and gotit. The agencies that com 
this result were both Republican and mo- 
cratic. When Mr. McCrary sucegeded to Con- 
gress, Gen. Belknap, as an Independent, was re- 
appointed by President Grant, and this appoint- 
ment was generally satisfactory to all parties.

THE Inne RENEWS THE ATTACK. 

St, Louis, Mo., March 4.—The Times to-mor- 
row will publish a somewhat lengthy statement 
of what purports to be part of the secret history 
of the Whisky-Ring prosecutions here, and 
especially the Baboock trial. It asserts that 
Gen. Pierrepont was very active and zealous in 
prosecution until Babcock was indicted, when 
his ardor cooled, and he began to use the 
influence and power of his office to 
save that gentleman. With this view it is 
asserted that the Attorney-General sent for 
Dist.-Atty. Dyer to come to Washington. Dyer 
went, and while there Pierrepont, on the plea 
that it was very important, and even necessary 
that he as the head of the Department of Jus- 
tice, should know what the prosecution would 
be in the Babcock case, and thus obtained from 
him by the grossest and most in- 
excusable hypocrisy a detailed  state- 
ment of all the oral testimony against 
Babcock, the whole plan of the prosecution, 
what he intended to prove by each witness, the 
order in which he intended to present the 
evidence, etc. This information, it is al- 
leged, Pierrepont made over to Bap- 
cock’s eounsel, in order to frustrate the 
prosecution, and this, too, with the Presi- 
dent's knowledge and consent. Storrs, senior 
counsel for Babcock, remained in Washington, 
and whatever Pierrepont received from Dyer in 
regard to the case he first repeated to the Preai- 
dent, and, after consultation with him, 

STORRS GOT THE BENEFIT 

of all that he had learned. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral's private office was the place where the plans 
to eat the Goveroment in its case against 
Babeock were matured, Every night pre- 
cedin the time set for the Babcock 
trial Babcock and Porter met t in his 
office, and closely studied every point contained 
in the evidence for the Government, and pre- 
pared to overcome it. Babeock was admitted to 
the conference between the President aad 
Pierrepont, when the plan was first arranged, 
and whenever Dyer sent any additional evidence 
to Washington. Storrs was sent for, and 
when the plan of prosecution was fully 
matured, he was as familiar with it as the 
Attornev-General himself. Those familiar with 
all the circumstances absolve Col. Dyer from ail 
censure. Dyer had reposed implicit confidence 
in the integrity of Pierrepont, and had been de- 
ceived. Dyer could not be made to believe 
that one of the chief officers of the Gov- 
ernment would violate his oath of office 
and his duty. Hence he ac- 

Pierrepont’s pretended interest in 
the vigorous prosecution as serious, and even 
relied upon him as his superior officer for aid 
and oo It is then asserted that while 
Pierrepont was at the outset earnest in prose- 
cuting the Whisky Ring, believing it would re- 
— to his credit as chief prosecuting officer 
of the Government, he soon found he was 

OVERSHADOWED BY BRISTOW, 
the people and prosecuting officers giving that 
gentleman credit for every blow struck inst 
the ring. Thuis filled Pierrepont with envy. He 
became jealous of HBristow’s popularity, and 
joined heart and soul with the Grant faction 
against the Bristow combination. This gave 
him a firm hold on the regard of the President, 
and enabled him to aid in defeating 
Bristows plans, and thus weakeni 
Bristow among the people, and wit 
the whole Administration. So he had a double 
purpose in joining in the move to save Babcock 
from conviction. He would establish his posi- 
tion with Grant for the present and future, and 
weaken Bristow by making it appear that the in-

shell when it reaches the required altitude. The 
gas we propose to use is that one of the com- 
ponents of hydrogen, which, we understand, 
was discovered some three years ago by a 
French chemist, and by him given the name of 
Abaron, signifying without weight. Its density 


is only ‘one-tenth that of ordinary hydrogen.” 


But they say that the announcement of that 
discovery was a hoax. 
Not a word of truth in it. The fact is, that 
the discoverer of that gas never intended that it 
should be published, until he had been able to 
use it to his own personal profit, and when the 
announcement crept out, as I suppose, all 
through the unnecessary vigilance of a reporter, 
as in this case, the chemist at once acted like a 
snail, that draws its horns within its shell en the 
scent of approaching danger. His silence on the 
subject has been construed into failure, as is the 
case with the Keely Motor, but we have entered 
into correspondence with him, and we thiuk we 
know what we are talking about.” 
But I have heard that the reason why pure 
bydrogen-gas is not used for inflating balloons, 
is that it escapes through the texture of the bal- 
loon much more rapidly than coal-gas, and thus 
the balioon rapidly loses its buoyant power. Is 
it not probable that the difficulty would be still 
greater in the case of Abaron ?” 
Lou seem to forget that I have told you shat 
we propose to use 

ALUMINUM AND NOT SILK, 
for our balloon. Experiments have already been 
made which show that the very thinnest plate 
that can be made of that metal, is absolutely 
impervious to gas, and we have no idea that the 
gas can escape from it except through the 
automatic valve.” 

„What will be the form and dimensions of 
your balioon ? ” 

We proposed to make it almost spherical, 
but think that it will be best to take pattern 
from the moon, which seems to be flatter than a 
half spherical surface, on the side that is 
turned away from us, and elongated to the 
extent of séveral miles on the sidp that is near- 
est tous, We shall probably make the balloon 
in that shape, keeping the smali end of the 
egg towards the earth by means of ballast, and 
emp the dynamite charge on top, soregulated 

y means of a 
PERCUSSION HAMMER, 
that when it strikes tho diamond-shell the 
charge will explode directly against the precious 
material. We shall probably make a balloon 
about 40 feet in diameter, but it may be more; 
the exact dimensions are not yet settled.” 

Do you purpose constructing it in the build- 

ing which I spoke of when I tirst met you ?” 
‘That is our intention.’ 

„And when do you think the balloon will be 
sent up; 

** We expect to have it ready by about the end 
of March; the exact time is to be a matter of 
astrono! nica! calculation.’ 

What points will be necessary to observe in 
that calculation? 


so that the baloon will strike the shell when it is 
nearest to the surface; that will be about 6 
o'clock in the morning, as then we shall be di- 
rectly facing that point in the orbit towards 
which the earth is tendipg. I have already told 


| you that it must also be about the time of the 


moon’s first quarter, and it will be necessary to 
be not far from the time of the versal equinox, 
because then the direction of the carth’s move- 
ment is northward, and the nearest approach 
will be on this side of the equator. 

‘* But it is the eun that is then moving north- 
ward, as I used to learn astronomy at school. 
The earth is going southward at that time as re- 
ferred to the plane of our equator, is she not? 

‘IT never thought of that; but rf it is so, our 
astronomer will inform us of it, and we shall 
simply have to delay the thing for 

ABOUT SIX MONTHS, 
till the earth gets to the opposite point in her 
orbit.” 

That difficulty being supposed to be settled, 
how will you know when to send up the balloon, 
because it won't strike the moment it is liberat- 
ed. Do you know how long it will take to rise?“ 

No; we have to calculate that, too, and we 
cannot do it until we have found about how near 
the shell will be to the earth's surface. When 
we know that, I think we can easily find the 
time. We suppose it to be about an hour and a 
half. In that case we should start the balloon 
nearly at balf-past 4 o'clock in the morning, and 
then it would

„hy not start from the top of the Rocky 
Mountains, as then the balloon would not have 
so far to travel? 

„That point has also been considered; but 
nothing would be gained by it. It 18 calculated 
to start ina dense atmosphere, so ae to furnish 
the balloon with an impetus, which the rarity of 
the air at tbe mountain-top would not give.’ 

“It seems to me that there is one great diffi- 
culty that you have not yet arranged for. Where 
will the shattered pieces of diamond come down, 
and how will you collect them?” 

“ That is our greatest puzzle. We do not 
know yet how to insure our finding all the 
pieces; but we think that, inasmuch as the ve- 
locity of rotation of the earth in communicated. 
to the air above it, the balloon will go up 
nearly in a straight direction, and the broken 
pieces of diamond will fall in gbout the same 
line. We think, judging from the extent of ter- 
ritory over which meteors have fallen. when they 
exploded, that the greater portion of it 

WILL FALL WITHIN TRE LIMITS 
of one township; and we shall so organize our 
forces that we can search that township quite 
thoroughiy, and, if we tind only a quarter of 
what actually comes down, we shali all be made 
men.“ 

“ You refer to the falling of meteors; where 
do you think they come from? If they come 
from outside the shell, then how do they get 
through it without breaking it? 

We do not believe that nonsense. We do not 
believe in meteors rushing through the depths 
of space at the rate of 20 to 30 miles a second, 
and being drawn to the earth by her attraction, 
when she can only pull a stone through 16 feet 
in a second at her surface; and the astronomers 
tell us that the force of her attraction decreases 
with an increase in the distance of the object. 
It seems to me such a ridiculously small attrac- 
tion weuld no more change a velocity of 25 
miles a second than the taking of a 

BUCKET-FULL OF WATER 

from Lake Michigan would alter the level of the 
whole lake. I believe, with Aristotle, that these 
meteors are formed in the upper air, and that 
the wrolites, as they are called, are thrown up 
by volcanoes on the earth’s surface, and come 
down in some other place. I don’t believe they 
come from the region of the stars at all. 

It may be that you are right; at least it is 
not my business to contest the point with you. 
Iam here to seek information, not to argue. 
But there is one more question I would like to 
ask before leaving. You say that but for the ex- 
istence of this shell the earth would lose her at- 
mosphere ; now, when you break that shell, if 
only tothe extent of a square mile or so, will 
not the earth’s atmosphere get out through the 
opening?“ 

That is not at all improbable; we think it 
likely that it will, but the philosophers tell us 
that the earth is losing her atmosphere. I don't 
believe it; but if she should commence to lose 
her rial envelope in consequence of our scheme 
the world would not be disappointed, as it would 
only suffer what is at present expected, though 
from a different cause. I have calculated some- 
thing on that point too. I estimate at least 

TEN T MOUSAND YEARS WOULD ELAPSE 
before enough of our atmosphere would get out 
through that comparatively little opening to 
render impossible the existence of human be- 
ings on the earth’s surface. Now, 10,000 years 


of the atmosphere would perceptibly dimin- 
ished from this cause we and our children should 
all be in the grave, and we could very well afford 
* — rity to take care of itself. As a 
er once remarked, ‘ posterity has done 
* tor us, and. therefore, there is no rea- 
son why we should do anything for posterity.’”

BILLIARDS. 
THE CENTENNIAL TOUKNAMENT. 

Special Correspondence af The CH,, Tribune. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 1.—Sometime since 
considerable interest was excited in billiard cir- 
cles by the announcement that a Centennial 
tournament would be heldin New York during 
the Exposition, under the management of Mr. 
Mathew Delaney. The project was not raptur- 
ously received here, for the reason that the 
profits would go into private pockets, and the 
fact of it being h in New York would, while 
reflecting upon the ability of this city 
to conduct such 2 contest, deprive 
it of much of its Centennial character. The 
scheme did not prosper, and finally col- 
lapsed, and when Mr. H. W. Collender came 
forward with an offer of $4,000, for prize money, 
and proposed a contest to be held in this city, his 
proposition was hailed with delight. An addi- 
tional $1,000 was subscribed by Mr. Frank 
Queen, of the Clipper, and, after consulting with 
leading men in both cities, Mr. Collender visited 
this city, a few days ago, for the purpose of 
making the preliminary arrangements, and per- 
fecting the details of the contest. From 
him I learn that the tournament will 
be held directly under the auspices of the 
Centennial Commission, to whom the profits will 
go. They will be 1 a committee of 
influential gentlemen selected from the leading 
cities of the country, and the chief management 
will be by a local committee comprising the most 
eminent men in the profession, under the gen- 
eral supervision of Mr. Collender. The tourna- 
meat will begin on the 15th of May, and will 
continue a fortnight, afternoon and evening, 
closing on the 27th. It will be held in Horticu!- 
tural Hall, which the managers have already en- 
gaged. In order that everything may be as con- 
venient as possible for spectators, the pres- 
ent seating arrangements will be altered, 
and the seats will be built up in the 
shape of an amphitheatre about the plat 
form in the centre, thus giving equal advantage 
to all. A special feature, and one worthy of 
note, is the effort which will be made to secure 
the presence of a class of spectators who bave 
hitherto declined to grace with their presence 
the contests of the knights of the cue. To this 
end special rules have been adopted, the regula- 
tions of the lecture room will be enforced, and it 
is hoped that hereafter a game which is so 
rapidly gaining in popularity with both sexes 
will not be confined in its public exhibitions to a 
wholly masculine audience. The question of 
prices has not been definitely settled as yet, but 
the rates will probably be those of first-class thea- 
tres. The games will probably all be the three- 
ball, French carom, and it is expected that four 
games will be played each day. The prizes will 
be five in number, and the winner of the first 
prize, $2,500, will gain the centennial chambion- 
ship. All the most noted players in the world 
will take in the tournament, among them 
Maurice Vignaux, the present champion of the 
world, A. P. Rudolphe, who holds the diamond 
cue of America, and M. Piot, a young French 
player, who has acquired a brilliant reputa- 
tion in the short time that he has been 
before the public. Among our own players may 
be named William Sexton, George Slosson, 
Maurice Daly. one of the Dions, and George 
Bessunger. Sexton sailed, on Saturday last, for 
Paris, where be is to play Vignanx for the Col- 
lender cup and the championship of the world. 
Both players will return to this country in time 
for the tournament, andit is rumored that a 
brother of Vignaux, who is said to equal if not to 
excel his er in handling the cue, is to ac- 
company them. There is still much to be settled 
and many srrangements to be perfected, but the 
project bids fair to result ina genuine centen- 
nial tournament, and to prove the t event 
in the history of billiards in this country or 
else where.

RECORDER STEWART. 
BUMORS CONCERNING HIS es OR 
During the past two or three days several un- 
pleasant rumors have been in circulation to the 


effect that gross irregularities have been for 
some time going on in the Recorder’s office, and 


that Recorder James Stewart is the cause there- 
of. Rumors of this character, at the present 
juncture. create much more attention and de- 
mand closer scrutiny than they would 
ordinarily do. The peculstions commit- 
ted by municipal officials, bank clerks, 
and confidential bookkeepers, have within the 
past sixty days assumed such gigantic propor- 
tions as to incline the cynic to the belief that a 
general epidemic of dishonesty is scourging the 
nation with a violence only equaled by the 
march of the cholera through Southern Asia. 
The developments at Washington during the last 
two or three days have not in any manner tended 
to dimivish this impression, and everywhere peo- 
ple shake their heads ominously and ask in the 
moet serious manner, Who's the next?“ 

For a couple of days a Trinunz reporter has 
devoted much time to investigating whence the 
rumors regarding the Recorder originated, and 
after much patient search he discovered that 
they largely owed their origin to statements 
made by a former employe of the office, 

CAPT. J. J. HEALY, 

who now holds the position of Clerk of the 
Superior Court. It is that Capt. Healy 
stated that some time in 1874 there was a de- 
ficiency in the Recorder’s office which an im- 
ees examination by the County Board wouid 
‘have revealed, and that Healy advanced out of 
his own pocket $2,000, and put it in the 
office safe, thereby covering the deficiency, 
and leaving everything sqnare when the 
inv called. The examination was 
made, the money counted, the books and 
vouchers examined, and everything pronounced 
lovely. Mr. Healy, though anxious to serve his 
friend and save him from exposure and the pos- 
sibility of an indictment, stated that he did not 

ropose to place himself completely in his hands. 
Mr. Stewart s loose business habits 
were well understood by bim. and 
Mr. Healy, in order to protect him- 
self, made an express condition that he was to 
have entire control of the office and the cash. 
The Recorder could aot draw any money on 
his salary account without the permission of his 
accommodating employe. The latter, by this 
bold stroke of shrewdness, in a comparativeiy 
short time, so he said, recouped himself. He 
did further. He enabled a personal friend to 
whom Recorder Stewart was indebted, to the 
amount of about #100, to collect the bill, after 
he bad paid himself. This story Mr. Healy has 
more than once repeated, though when inter- 
viewed ou the subject Friday by a TRIBUNE re- 
porter, he denied all knowledge thereof, and 
affirmed that be bad never made the statements 
which other parties assert he did make. 


NEXT. 

It is rumored that after Mr. Healy was elected 
Clerk of the Superior Court, Mr. Overlock was 
pointed to the position formerly held by the 
ptain. It is rumored that the new incumbent 
aas not exercised the same scrupulous care in 
narding the moneys of the office that his pre- 
ecessor did; that the Recorder has had free 
wecess to the cash, aud has taken money when- 
dver be wanted it and in whatever sums he 
pleased, and that, too, in excess of the amount 
due him for salary. it is rumored that the per- 
sonal habits of the Recorder have been extrava- 
t. and that he has spent more money than 


is salary. 
_ RECORDER, STEWART, 
when interviewed on the subject yesterday, 
denied that there were apy irregularities in bis 
‘pfiice. When it was suggested to him by the 
reporter that m justice to himself he ought to 
insist on a thorough io vestigation of bis accounts 
aod a careful counting of the money, he replied 
that such a procedure would not do, as he was a 
candidate for re-election, and an investigation 
IT WAS THEN SUGGESTED 
by the reporter that Mr. Stewart make a detailed 
statement, setting forth the number of convey- 
ances recorded during the last quarter, together 
with the receipts therefrom, and also from the 
abstract department, and then give the current 
sxpenses of the office for the same period, ac- 
companying it with a sworm statement of his 
Cashier that the amount of money which 
statement showed should on 
hand as the net profits of the 
office for the three months ending March 1 was 
then in the vault. These three months were 
chosen since Mr. Stewart had settled up his ac- 
counts to Dec. 1, and turned over all moneys 
then on hand, and no one asserts t there was 
any deficiency.then. Such an exhibit it was be- 
lieved would at ance end these rumors. 
This statement Mr. Stewart expressed his 
willingness to make, but said that he could not 
it before Monday. The reporter urged 
is immediate pre ion. He stated that while 
those who knew Mr. wart had no question 
that there was at that moment in bank or in his 
vault the total sum of money which he then 
owed the couuty, yet recent disclosures had 
made the public mind prone to suspicion, and 
reasonably so, and swift to believe evil 
unless quickly convinced of the contrary. Mr. 
Stewart, however, insisted that, owing to the 
' — — up the March pay“ roll, it 
would be impossible for him to prepare such a 
a statement before the time he previously 


mentioned. 
Tnerefore it-seeuns advisable that 
THE COUNTY BOARD, 
to whom Mr. Stewart is directly responsible, 
should, at its meeting to-morrow, appoint a com- 
mittee for the purpose of examining the affairs 
ot the Recorder's office, and counting the 
money, and ascertaining whether these rumors 
do pot spring from the possible fact 
that the Recorder, like other officers, 
bas been using temporarily the money 
derived from the fees which he has 
to account for and turn over only semi-annually. 
The evils of this risky, though not illegal prac- 
tice, however, were illustrated in the case of 
Mr. Gage, who, with the best intentions in the 
‘world, had locked up the city’s money in securi- 
ties which he believed to be good, and which 
. were at the time when he invested in them, 
but which a sudden panic in the money market 
made valueléss. 


SUCH AN INVESTIGATION 
gas that suggested by Tue Trisvne cannot in- 
jure the reputation of Mr. Stewart. Uncontra- 
dicted rumors may, but the official proof tbat he 
has been bonest in tbe management of the af- 
fairs of his office cannot. As has been said be- 
fore, there are times of doubt and distrust. An 
officer cannot now afford to deal with such 
staries as he would a few years ago. His duty 
to himself and his constituents demands that he 
comt an im | and full investigation. 
Suck: a one in this case will vindicate Mr. Stew- 
art and relieve public distrust, and therefore it 
shou) d at once.

PRESERVE YOUR PAPER. 

There is nothing more annoying to a man than 
to have bis morning paper stolen from his steps 
or missed by a careless carrier. The whole work 
of the day goes awry. Breakfast is ruined, the 
ride down town is cheerless, and the cold com- 
fort of being accosted during the whole day 
with suggestions of the news he has paid for but 
not received, makes the evening come down like 
a cloud. The matter of thieving, especially of 
the Sunday papers, bas of late grown to such an 
extent as to seriously injure the busineas of de- 
livering them. A large number of scampish 
newsboys, especially outside the business cen- 
tre, figure to sort up their Sunday stock from the 
doorsteps of subscribers, with an occasional 
grab on week days when their funds ran low. 

The State Legislature recognized the right of 
the subscribers to their property and the fact 
that it required special protection, and enacted a 
law making it felony to take a paper from the 
steps or yard where it had been left, but the diffi- 
eulty of securing au indictment for what seems so 
trivial an offense has rendered ghe act ineffect u- 
al. Only last Docember two i who made it 
their entire business to sell the papers stolen 
from the steps of subscribers on Wabash avenue 
south of Twenty-second street, were arrested, 
bound over, and discharged, although the proof 
against them was positive, they being eaught in 
the act. These boys at the time of arrest had 
over seventy papers they had stolen, all of them 
bearing the marks of having been doubled up as 
carriers usually deliver them. Semetimes the 
Justices fine them a few dollars and costs, which 
is scon made up by their friends, and, with re- 
newed exertion io their nefarious business, they 
are soon prosperous again. 

It has long been @ matter of serious concern 
to the carriers and distributors of Tue Trisune 
how to prevent this loss, and, if the law canuot 
—— them amply, to protect themselves. 

here have been many projects proposed, but 
the most of them fail from the fact that to use 
them requires of the carrier so much time, and 
time is an essential part of the carrier’s contract, 
that the evil of late delivery more than counter- 
balances an occasional loss. Eames, the 
circulator of Taz Trisung, has, he thinks, a 
solution of the whole difficulty ina locked box, 
which, while of the least possible size, is very 
convenient for the insertion of the paper, and 
can be put on the gate-post, lower vestibule, or 
some convenient piace, and make the reception 
of the paper a dead certainty. He has just given 
a contract for the manufacture of a large quan- 
tity, and will fill orders for anv of the subscrib- 
ers of Tue Tarox at cost price,. being desirous 
only of securing his subscribers from the depre- 
dations of thieves.

CENTENNIAL CARNIVAL, 

Carnivals and masquerades are not exactly 
novelties in Chicago, but, except among the 
German population, they have not hitherto be- 
come a distinctive feature of our winter festivi- 
ties. Some of them bave been popular and 
amusing, but they have not succeeded in attain- 
ing the importance of societv celebrations. 
Perhaps it is the exceptionally mild winter that 
has wafted our ideas of amusement swailow-like 
to the South for inspiration, or it may be simply 
a notion that Chicago should not be left behind 
in a matter of entetprise bythe denizens of 
any clime under the sun. Be that as it 
may, it is certain that Chicago has 
resolved to do something to relieve the 
dullness of the season, and that some- 
thing is to take the shape of a grand carnival 
masquerade at McCormick Hall, on the 13th of 
this month. Already the streets are ablaze with 
streamers, posters, and pictorial allurements, in- 
viting the citizens to partake of the feast of fun, 
and celebrate the Centennial in a joily and yet 
respectable manner. A programme has already 
deen issued, which contains a very long list of 
committees, floor mavagers, chamberiains, guard 
of honor. numbering many responsible and well- 
known citizens; and on the whole the affair 
would seem to promise something that will be at 
once highly entertaining and well conducted. 

McCormick Hall is to be profusely and appro- 
meng decorated for the occasion. There will 

a fine floral display, and the coats of arms of 
each State will be displayed on the walls, with 
the shields of the thirteen States comprising 
the original Confederation of 1776, painted on a 
groundwork of gold. Then there will. be a 
series of tableaux illustrative of the notable 
epochs of the days of Independence, all cos- 
tumed with historical accuracy. The emptyiag 
of the tea into Boston Harbor will form one of 
these, and tableaux of the signing of the Decia- 
ration of Independence. ‘Valley Forge,” 
„ Crosing the Delaware,“ and other in- 
teresting historical events and emble- 
matic pictures, will form intéresting and 
approoriate interludes between the real business 
of the evening, which will be occupied mainly 
in dancing and masquerading. Ample instruc- 
tions are given in the programme as to the cos- 
tuming and other details. It remains to be seen 
how carefuily the different committees and floor 
managers will perform their duties iu the prem- 
ises, and preserve the entire respectabilityof the 
party—a point which seems to be at preseut the 
principal aim of those who are in charge of the 
arrangements. 

There is no reason why Chicago should not 
enjoy a masquerade carnival as well as New Or- 
leans, Memphis, or Cincinnati. Let it be done 
on “high-toned” principles, and doubtless it 
will turn out a very agreeable ‘party, and serve 
to break the monotony of our daily existence.
